EDISON PLANS NEW 


SUB-STATION HERE 


Glenn D. Smith Tells of New 
Equipment to Meet In- 
creased Demands 





Construction of a new sub-sta- 
tion here at a cost of $35,000, and 
an increase in the size of a res- 
ervoir in San Antonio Heights are 
today included in plans of the 
Southern California. Edison com- 
pany, according to Glenn D. Smith, 
manager of the Ontario district. 


for Ontario, a sub-station to be 
erected at a cost of $71,000. 

Made necessary by the steady 
gain in the use of electricity in 
this territory, the new sub-station 
will increase the capacity to 2,000 
horsepower, twice the present ca- 
pacity. The station at First ave- 
nue and Park street, to be of out- 
door type of sub-station construc- 
tion, will be in charge of an oper- 
ator. A cottage and garage will 
be built in connection with the 
local station. 

Provision is to be made at both 
stations, according to Mr. Smith, 
for future extensions in order that 
additional capacity may be in- 
stalled from time to time as the 
needs for electric energy in the 
Upland and Ontario sections con- 
tinue to expand. 

The company is also increasing 
the size of the reservoir immed- 
iately below the No. 3 power house 
on San Antonio Heights, to insure 
a lack of fluctuation in irrigating 
heads, due to momentary interrup- 
tion of water at the power houses 
in San Antonio canyon. 

All of these improvements are 
being made slightly in advance of 
actual need in order to insure the 
carrying out of Edison policies of 
super-service. During the year 
1929 the Edison expenditure in On- 
tario district for new facilities and 
operating will approximate $500,- 
000.00. 


Hudson Sentenced

Charge of petty larceny placed 
against T. G. Hudson resulted 
today in the local man being sen- 
tenced to 30 days in jail or a fine 
of $30. Previously a complaint 
of forgery had been filed 
jagainst him, after he had issued 
a check to Floyd Sabin of the 
Euclid Service station. In re- 
turn for the $4.50 check Mr. Sa- 
bin gave gasoline and oil. 

On recommendation of the dis- 
trict court, in the hearing be- 
fore Judge George R. Crane this 
afternoon, the forgery charge 
was dismissed and the petty lar- 
ceny complaint issued.

HUNTERS FINDING 
DEER SCARCE HERE 


Roy Creighton Points Out 
Need For Change in 
Protecting Game 








Opening of the deer season yes- 
terday took scores of Uplanders, 
Alta Lomans and Cucamongans 
from the West End. For one 
month the season ending October 
15, there will be hunters after the 
light-footed game. The limit is 
two bucks during the season. 

California, and especially San 
Bernardino county, is not plenti- 
ful with this game, according to 
Roy Creighton, who today point- 
ed out what could be done through 
a system of conservation and the 
killing of animals, particularly 
lions, which kill the deer. 

“Twenty years ago in Pennsyl- 
vania the total of all game ani- 
mals was about 1000, while today 
there are hundreds of thousands,” 
Mr. Creighton said. The size of 
that state in area is smaller than 
San Bernardino county. “There 


county. In Pennsylvania there are. 
25,097. That state also has 427 
bear, 41,009 racoons, 2,362 wild 
turkeys, 150,000 ruffed grouse, 
143,239 ringneck pheasants, 195,- 
110 bobwhite quail, 50,236 wood- 
cock and other shore birds, and 
58,822 wild water fowl. 
“Through a system of conserv- 
ation and protection, sporting con- 
ditions in this state could be 
changed,” according to Mr. Creigh- 
ton. “Lions kill a great many 
deer. What is necesary {s more 
state lion killers. There is one 
now and when he was in the sur- 
rounding mountains a short time 
ago he killed eight. Either the 
bounty on lions should be increas- 
ed or the state place two or three 
lion-killers on a salary basis.”

Features and Aims Lints of Propos Proposed 
Radio Law Explained by Expert

It is the wish of the -local 
radio dealers, members of the 
Radio Trades Assn. of South- 
ern California, that the hundreds 
of people who have bought radio 
receivers have the same good 
reception here in Upland that is 
now enjoyed by the people of 
Los Angeles, Pomona, Santa 
Barbara and numerous other 
southland cities. 

Radio owners complain fre- 
quently to their respective deal- 
ers of some noise or  interfer- 
ence that makes it impossible 
for them to hear some particu- 
lar program in which they are 
interested. 

Now, after the radio man has 
called on the distressed owner 
and hears the interference, lo- 
cates the apparatus or machine 
that is radiating or emitting the 
high frequency waves that are 
causing the disturbance in the 
receiver and_ incidentally all 
other radio sets in that immed- 
iate vicinity, the radio man can 
then only ask the owner of the 
apparatus to allow him to make 
the necessary repairs, or addi- 
tions to the wiring of such ma- 
chine so as to stop the radio in- 
terference. 

If the owner of the machine 
will not have it repaired or stop 
using it or make the necessary 
amends, the distressed radio 
owners continue to suffer and 
phone the radio man to do some- 
thing. 


The Ordinance merely makes 
it possible to do something. 

Several hundred citizens re- 
cently signed a petition ask- 
ing for this ordinance. Don’t 
wait until it is passed to stop 
your noise-making machine if 
you have one. It doesn’t cost

For example, to stop the noisy 
electric cash register it costs 
less than $2. The noisy vacuum 
cleaner need only be cleaned. 
The noisy washing machine 
needs only the motor cleaned.

don’t radiate interference. 

Do not blame your interfer- 
ence on an X-Ray. This radia- 
tion lasts seldom longer than 5 
seconds at a time. The Violet 
Ray machines of the newer type 
are all free from radiation. The 
Violet Ray machine at the San 
Antonio Community hospital 
does not interfere with radio— 
even at 100 feet. Grandmothers 
heating pad can make more 
radio interference than all the 
physicians’ machines in town. 

The public utilities companies 
are spending money right now 
to curb their own noises and in- 


terference. A great deal of 
trouble has been overcome and 
eliminated by the patient Sam 


Johnson, radio interference man 
of the Edison company. He has 
run down every noise that we 
have given him and either rem- 
edied it or run it out of his jur- 
isdiction. These big companies 
are cooperating and all we want 
is cooperation. 


To my knowledge there is no 
machine the radio interference 
of which cannot be stopped en- 
tirely or greatly checked. 
is indeed very simple. Here is the 

The radio interference prob- 
lem insofar as machines are 
concerned is indeed very simple. 
Here is the solution: You check 
your own appliances and appar- 
atus and stop your own interfer- 
ence. When everyone does this 
there will be no _ interference 
from machines, and that covers 
a lot of our trouble right now.
